ſhoppes pꝛetend to hate the pope: and pet {as 


whiche are the true and ryght ſeruice of god, 


ad ſo do pe, ãd leaſt the pope ſhulde haue anp 
peculiare aud ſeuerall vugodlpe pꝛapertp to 
differ bp from che Apoltles of Lhzilt that 
pe ſhulde not haue, the pope willeth and c0-

barp in the popes mother tonge and ſpnge 
all the Plalmes that are ſunge, in the popes

{onge and done in 10 other tonge but in the 
popes mother tonge which is the Latpn tons 
ge, inatuken that pe ſwarue not awape fro 
the pupe of Rome. The Jewes whiche wol⸗ 
de neuer kuowledge the pope to be thepe 
heade ſpuge theyꝛ ſerupte and Pſalmes in 
Hebꝛue. The Grekes which haue of longe 
tyme departed from the pope ſpuge thepꝛ ſer 
uice in thepꝛowne mother Greke tonge, the 
Wohempans which fell louge ago from the 
pope, haue foz{aken the popes mother tonge 
and ſynge all the ſeruice in there owne ton⸗ 
ge. The Germanpes which ok late lekte the 
pope, left alſu the popes tonge and nowe ſyn 
ge all leruice and Pſalmes in there owne don 
che tunge and ſo all contres whiche fozſake 
the pope in verp dede aud crueſtlpe, fozſake 
the popes 0:dinaces and the popes Rompſ- 
he tonge, as tuuchpnge ſpugpuge Plalines 
maſſe ad ſeruice therin,W.t pe bilſhoppes ok 
Englond pe alone amonge all other nations 
that foꝛſake the pop? hold (till the popes od 


nantes and the ſeruice in the Latin tonge, Ve 
thynke, belpke, that pe are wiſer thẽ all other 
nations. Bowe beit J ſhall pꝛoue that pe do 
clene contrarp to the woꝛde of god in ſpngpn 
ge the {grupcein a tonge that the people doth 
not vnderſtonde. Sapnt Paule in. xiiij.chap⸗ 
ter of the fozmer Epiltel to the Toꝛinthians 
doth allmolt no ather thpuge then dpſalos 
we pour ſpnepnge and ſapnge ina ſtrange 
tonge in the chyꝛche that the people doth not 
vnderſtande. But pf pe requpꝛe ſumme teſt; 
monies out of that chapter, heare what Pau 
le ſapeth. He that ſpeaketh in a tonge (that 
ts in a langage that the commune people vn 
derſtandeth not) ſpeaketh not vuto men but 
onto god,fo2 noman heareth hpm (that is In- 
dcrſtandeth hpm)but he ſpeaketh ſecret pꝛiui 
tes in the ſppꝛpte. But he that pꝛophecieth 
(that is declareth and openeth the ſcripture) 
in a tonge that the people onderſtandeth, he 
ſpeaketh vnto men p2ofpt fo2 there ſoules, 
exhoztacpou and comfozte , Ye that ſpea⸗ 
keth in a tonge pꝛokpteth hpm ſelfe but he 
that pꝛophetpeth byldeth the congregacpon, 
And alptle farther in the ſame chapter, As 
oft as pe mete ta gether, euerp one of powe 
haue his ſongeihis doctrine.his tonge, hys re 
uelatiou, his interpetation, and let all thpu⸗ 
ges be done to the p:ofyt of the congrega⸗

And to 
rede the woꝛdes Omelpe Gregoꝛij Pape. in 
the popes tonge that all the chpzche mape hea 
re them is rekened to be goddes f{ernpce and 
to rede the Golpel of Jelu hꝛiſt in the En⸗ 
gipſhe tonge that ſeuen 02 epght map heare, 
is rekened of pow the deuelles ſer uice, foꝛ pe 
foꝛbpd nothynge but it. that pe rekt is the de⸗ 
uelles ſer uice.

But becauſe pf the deuel ſhulde haue 
gone about the deſtruccpo of mariage in hys 
owne perſon, becauſe he is hate full, he ſhuld 
haue ſped the woꝛs, he came to a pope holp 
heretpke called Montanus, and hpm he ſtyr 
red vp to wepte agapnſt matrpmonp, and ſo 
he dpd. ãd taught that mariage ſhulde be beo⸗ 
ken. as Euſebius wepteth in the. v. boke of the 
Ecclefialticall ſtoꝛpe, and in the. xv. chapter. 
AudAppolonins a good Thꝛiſten man ouer 
came this heretpke and hys doctrpne, ſo that 
he loſt all hys credence,aud therewpth lolt 
the deuell a great nomhze of his true ſeruan⸗ 
tes, Sathan leing that he coulde not ſpede by 


water to caſt ont deuelles and to put awape 
ſpkneſſes etc, If pe ſape not theſe woꝛdes as 
oft as pe make hollp water, let me be hanged 
d:aweand quatered as a traptour to almpgh 
ty God and to mpne euẽ hꝛiſtẽ. Howe hap 
peneth thps pe gentle men of the clergi that 
pe {ape one thyuge in Latpn and an other in 
Englifſhe? It aupe man ſpeake agepnlt typs 
pour wptched water, pe defende it in the pul- 
pit and ſape that pe make it to be a remem⸗ 
bꝛance, onſpe of hꝛiſtes blaude, and not to 
dꝛpue deuelles awape and to be healthe of bo 
the bodp and ſoule, and on the ſondap nexte 
folowinge pe ſape in Latin becauſe the people 
ſhuld not pertepue pour cluked lpinge, ye ma 
ke it to dzpue deuelles a wape and to be hel⸗ 
the of bothe the body ad the ſoule. Ne crafty 
canonilkes,pe plape with hollp water, pope 
Aleraders doughter, as a certapne ranoniſt 
a gitle ma of the chirch did with an whoꝛe of 
hys. He occupied hys whoze verp lounge and 
lumme begã to ſpye hyꝛ. He then willpnge to 
halde hys whoze ſtyll, cut hp: heare and ma 
de hp: a ſtolers ſhaꝛte gowne and fo he went 
vp and downe in the towne withe hp2 and 
no man ſuſpect hp, nenertheleſle was a 
verp whoꝛe and hpz patron {ape with hp? 
everp noght. So did pe longe abuſe thps foꝛ⸗ 
ſapde popes doughter, but as ſone as poure 

foꝛnication was ſpoke agapnſt in the pulpit, 
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pe changed hyꝛ apparell and put on Hythe 
[ypg:ufpcatio of Lhiltes bloude, on the dape, 
thai is to wpt, when learned men were bp 
paw and hp2,and {pake agapuſt powe, and 
on the npght when lerued men were awape 
in the p2rferice ot a ft we bipnde olde wpues 
pe abuſed hp2 as pe had wont to do, O dou⸗ 
ble aduouteronule generation, both in the bo 
bp and in the ſoule, Nowe let vs examine, 
p out geutle woman and plape the pꝛoctours 
of Tambepdge, tpll we haue ſerched hp: uvut 
what ſhe is. Mo man aſketh anp thynge of

B. Paul ſapth in the fykth chapter of the 
Epiltelto the Epheſians, let not whoꝛdom 
be ſo mpche as once named amonge Lh:iſten 
men. It that is fozbidden to be named is foꝛ⸗ 
bidden to be done, but whoꝛdome is foꝛebpd⸗ 
den to be named, then mpche moꝛe is it foꝛbid 
den to be done and alowed. Paul calleth who? 
dome leuen, and wpll that luch as be aduou⸗ 
terers ad whoꝛemõgers ſhuld be excomunica 
te and not ſuſfered to come amonge other 
ch:ilten people, tyll thep were aſhamed of 
thepꝛ ſpunes and in tended to commpt that 
offence no moꝛe.i. Lozint, in the. v. chapter, 
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Almpghty god Deuteronomy xxiij. tha. foꝛ-⸗ 
bpddcth that no whozes noz who:emongers 
ſhall be ſuffered amonge hys folke in theſe 
wo:des, Of the doughters of Iſrael none 
{ſhall be whozes,and of the ſoaues of Jſrael 
uoneſhalbe whoꝛemongers. Jt Englpth peo 
ple be ſppꝛptuall Jſraelptes thps commande 
ment alſo pertepneth vnto the, then is it not 
lawfufl to ſuffer in Eng londe aup whozes oꝛ 
who:emogers, Then downe mult the ſtewes 
fo: their budelp foznpcacpon as the Abbapes 
were put downe fo2 thep2 foꝛnpcation bothe 
bodely ad goltlp, Now haue trped the chefe 
of poi: poppſh v2dpnances aud tradptpos,
